WASHINGTON, Jan, 25.—A _ pro- 
ject for the joint construction by the 
government of the United States and 
Canada of «a deep waterway for 
ocean going steamers from Montreal 
to Duluth, Minn., has been proposed 
through the international joint com- 
mission which has jurisdiction over 
the boundary waters of the two coun- 
tries. 

The discussion instituted is the re- 
sult of the recent conference in Wash- 
ington in which Secretary Bryan, 
Chairman James A, Tawney of the 
American section of the international 
commission, and Senator Townsend 
of Michigan participated. 

lt was arfans.. that the matter 
should be taken up first with the 
Canadian government through the 
commission, Mr. Tawney will confer 
soon with T. hase Casgrain, K. C., 
chairman of the Canadian section. 

The project for an ocean waterway 
from vhe head of navigation on Lake 
Superior to the Atlantic has been 
weitated for many years. It Was con- 
sidered seriously at the time when 
President Taft entered into recipro- 
city’ negotiations with Canada, 

Several routes have been proposed 
for the waterway, the cost of which is 
estimated from one hundred million 
dollars to three hundred million dol- 
lars, but the route most favored in 
the United States provides for the 
utilization of all the lakes and the St 
lawrence river,
